Valley Mosquito Control Operations 
Focused 276 Communities 


Since $250,000 emergency state funds were made 
available the State Department Health 
bolster local resources, intensified control operations 
are full swing throughout the length the Central 
Valley against the tarsalis mosquito, principal 
earrier the encephalitis virus. Coordinated plans 
for the emergency control program were developed 
jointly the State Department Public Health, 
local health officers the Central Valley and officials 
the mosquito abatement districts. 

large portion the emergency state funds was 
the local mosquito abatement districts, 
which encompass the major centers population 
the Central Valley and comprise about half the land 
area. The department coordinating efforts with local 
mosquito abatement districts where they exist, and 
with local health officers areas not served mos- 
quito control agencies. 

The Public Health Service loaned technical 
personnel, who are now working with state and local 
health department staff members public health 
teams various points the Central Valley. There are 
six mosquito-control teams State Health Department 
personnel assisting areas outside mosquito abatement 
districts their operational programs and four epi- 
demiology teams which are conducting intensive 
follow-up investigations all reported human and 
horse cases encephalitis. 

appreciable drop the number adult mos- 
quitoes reported and around the 276 valley towns 
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and cities where intensified mosquito control measures 
have been taken and admissions hospitals sus- 
pected cases appears have decreased. 

Reported human cases encephalitis now total 425, 
which 197 remain the list, which 
the category used pending further clinical observa- 
tion and confirming laboratory tests. the other 228 
reported clinically diagnosed, had been 
confirmed laboratory tests being the mosquito- 
borne type. There are several forms encephalitis 
which manifest similar symptoms. Mild cases this 
disease also resemble polio, and only 
through laboratory tests can definite diagnosis made. 

Meanwhile Culex tarsalis’’ proceeding 
according schedule. Mosquito abatement district 
teams are now carrying intensified spraying opera- 
tions and valley areas outside control districts have 
completed assembling equipment and manpower for 
control designed reduce the lowest pos- 
sible level the tarsalis species populated valley 
areas. 

The operation includes peripheral residual spraying 
around one-fourth-mile perimeter each town, gen- 
eral ‘‘fogging’’ aerosol spraying the entire town 
area the valley communities, plus intensified larvi- 
cidal operations within and immediately outside pop- 
ulated areas. 

Individual householders are being urged coop- 
erate with control agencies seeking out and eliminat- 
ing standing water and other mosquito breeding places 
their premises, and protecting themselves from 
the night-biting Culex tarsalis mosquitoes. 


Earthquake Damage Water and Food 
Reported Low Kern County 


Public water works and sewerage facilities the 
Kern County earthquake area suffered comparatively 
little damage the initial quake July 21st and num- 
erous subsequent quakes, although water service was 
disrupted some places. Departmental personnel 
located Fresno, Los Angeles and Santa Barbara 
went the affected areas immediately and worked 
with local officials checking all facilities for damage. 
Bacteriological tests were made water sup- 
plies the several communities assure safety for 
use. addition, state personnel assisted the 
Kern County Health Department their survey 
damage food and drug stocks. 

Following summary the damage reported: 


Tehachapi 


The city water tank was only slightly damaged and 
was quickly repaired, but the Southern Pacific water 


tank collapsed. other damage was discovered 
water sewerage facilities. 

The main problem Tehachapi was primarily 
Food and Drug Inspection worked with sanitation per. 
sonnel the Kern County Health Department 
checking all grocery stores, cafes and frozen 
lockers Tehachapi. Since water mains did not bregk 
cause flood damage, and since gas mains broke 
cause fires, the damage foodstuffs was 
loss perishable items and loss due breakage 
other physical damage. Prompt action the Edison 
Company restoring power made possible saye 
most perishables. Temperatures refrigerators did 
not above degrees 

Water service the Tehachapi State Prison was not 
disrupted. 

Arvin and Lamont Area 

Water was off for several hours some sections, 
particularly around Arvin, due power failure for 
hours. When power was restored, even wells thought 
have been damaged produced water. Although the 
water was turbid sandy first, soon cleared 
and all supplies are now considered satisfactory. 
addition other immediate measures, the Kern County 
Health Department checked wells labor camps the 
Arvin-Lamont area and offered give typhoid shots 
voluntary basis. 


Bakersfield 

The old sewage treatment plant suffered about $10; 
000 damage the clarifier mechanism. other major 
damage city owned sewage works was reported. 

The privately owned water system serving the city 
lost two elevated tanks 150,000 and 200,000 gallons 
The water company had supplemental 
available and service was kept continuous. temporary 
appeal the public for restricted use water while 
extent the damage was was removed after 
few hours. Some wells pumped sand when first started 
after the earthquake: 


Grapevine Area 
This area, which was near the epicenter the 
was badly damaged. The Mobil Oil Company 
from which water pumped this area, 
evacuated. Prospects were that water service the 
several hundred consumers the Grapevine 
would disrupted for some time. 


Lebec 
Although some damage occurred, water service 
maintained.

Polio Trends for Year Now 
Becoming Evident 

The incidence poliomyelitis California has been 
under the five-year median for each the last four 
weeks. This encouraging, sharp rise this time 
year usually observed years high incidence 
the disease. The seasonal increase does not seem 
epidemic character, but the next few weeks should 
tell whether will have average epidemic 
year for poliomyelitis. Health officers selected areas 
have been supplying information teletype twice 
week. They give the new cases admitted hospitals 
their areas since the last morbidity report. These 
messages not indicate great increase the present 
time. 

There have been 672 cases reported the State from 
April through August 1952. (Nine these were 
contracted outside California.) Last year 678 cases 
were reported for the same period, and 1948, the 
year when this State had its highest incidence, there 
were 1,462 cases reported during those four months. 

status available only 409 the 
672 cases; 57.7 percent these have been 
classified paralytic (showing definite muscular weak- 
ness paralysis). Information present indicates 
that these cases have been fatal. 

The disease has spread three more counties, 
counties not reporting cases are for the most part 
mountainous areas with sparse population. Most 
them are the northern and eastern parts the State. 

Southern California has had 491 the total 663 
contracted California. The San Bay 
area has had and the Sacramento Valley area 
56. 

The total number cases the United States from 
April through August 1952, 9,377, which not 
far below the 9,713 cases reported for the case period 
1949, the recent high year for the Nation. There were 
only 5,540 cases reported for the corresponding period 
last year. Texas still leads all states with total 
2,079 for the period from April through August 
1952. 

interesting note that California did not have 
year 1949 when the rest Nation 
did, having had our year highest incidence 1948. 
Since had total 3,200 cases polio the dis- 
ease year April, 1951 through March, 1952, 
possible that California again may not follow the 
national pattern high incidence this year.

all manner ailments means intricate ma- 
chine his own manufacture, consisting network 
dials and lights, with plate which 
under the stroking his fingers when 
the correct diagnosis was indicated. 

records showed that from his ‘‘research 
laboratories’’ Santa Barbara Gellert had sold his 
machine chiropractors throughout California and 
Arizona, together with elaborate treatises its use. 

One the bureau’s investigators made appoint- 
ment for diagnosis and treatment and was told the 
nature-opath’’ that was suffering from 
the liver (with units malignancy), 
tumor above the heart, vaccine poisoning the pan- 
and infection the right kidney, ulcerated 
lymph gland the right groin, and pus the thalamus 
gland.’’ The quack then chose the correct drugs for 
complete cure these conditions placing numerous 
little vials the same machine, which indicated 
flashing lights the one for each condition.

drugs, fraud (petty theft), and false advertisement 
device. 

Gellert pleaded guilty all four counts and was 
sentenced two years imprisonment. asked for 
probation presenting evidence from licensed physi- 
cian that his health was poor that might die 
prison. Investigation had showed that this physician 
had been ‘‘feeding’’ patients Gellert, the judge 
appointed two reputable physicians examine the 
defendant. They reported that appeared sane, 
but they agreed that his physical condition was 
serious that might not survive prison term. The 
judge then granted him probation with direct report- 
ing the judge himself.
